The home winery changed 
hands many times before the 
Thomas family bought it in 1912. 
Some of the original vines, plant- 
ed in 1839, when Tapia was the 
owner, remained until a few 
years ago. All of the vines are 
from stock the Franciscan fa- 
thers brought from Spain, much 
earlier than that.

Of 
course, neither observed the 


stop sign. 

Fortunately the driver of the 
eastbound car had good reflexes. 
He slammed on the brakes and 
Swerved enough to avoid an ac- 
cident.

way with nary a_ backward 
glance. 

This is when that perfectly
